He 
doesn't want anybody charging for a game twice in the same day, 
and even if it doesn’t pays, it is likely to stir up enough public 
reaction to make it unwise for Mr. Rickey to continue his idea.

Half-Price baseball act and one of them wants to pass a rule 
making it illegal for a club to charge more than half-price for a 
seat located behind a post.

No Evidence of Economy 


The taxpayer hears much from the ad- 
ministration and Congress about economy 
but very seldom sees any actual evidence 
of it. 

To check on the accuracy of the vari- 
ous claims, it is wise to go to the periodic 
reports on the condition of the Federal 
Treasury. Here, unvarnished and in cold 


figures, the taxpayer can determine the 


relative financial standing of his Govern- 
ment. The latest statement, unfortu- 
nately, does not show any evidence of 
economy. In fact, the figures are some- 
what discouraging. 

On Feb. 21 the Government was more 
than $2,500,000,000 in the red while on the 
same date of last year there was a surplus 
of almost $1,900,000,000. The public debt 
had increased from $252,000,000,000 to 
$256,000,000,000. 

Government revenue is about $800,000,- 
000 less this year than last but spending 
is up from less than $22,500,000,000 to al- 
most $26,000,000,000.

Important People 


In the Winter of 1938 I visited a lot of 
farms in Denmark. The most astonishing

I also saw some land which had been farmed for cen 
was still good, productive soil. One piece of land, 1 
authentically known to have been farmed - since 
more than 200 years before Columbus discevered 
search for a new passage to India. 

I am reminded by this, and employ it as a springboard to this 
piece for today, by the presence in our midst of perhaps the most 
important people in our country—the delegates to the National Soil 
Conservation convention. Certainly we do not have in our country 
any persons more important to its future and welfare than these 
delegates and the members whom they left at home. 

Late: Soil conservation, as a national pclicy, came to us late, 

almost too late. It had an awkward beginning. We still 
are learning things about it. We learned that land does not really 
“wear out.” It is robbed. But, if it is not allowed to wash away 
well-known and tested methods can make it as productive (and 
often more productive) as when the first plowshare or fork was 
stuck into it. 

Our soil still washes away. Our rivers yet run red, although 
in many streams that hue is not as deep and heavy as it was 10 
and 20 years -ago. 

That they still run red is due to two factors. One is the stub- 
born resistance of farmers to the soil conservation idea. They pre- 
fer to watch their soil wash away, grow less and less productive 
as they grow poorer and more irritable and hard to live with, rather 
than admit they don’t know all the answers’to farming. The 
quicker these kind are starved off the iand the better off we will 
be. It is a pity, too, because most of them are good fellows. They 
are too mule-headed and ornery for their cwn good. The other is 
the lack of capital—many farmers being ready and willing to make 
a start at conserving the soil can’t get the credit to do so. 


F arming The truth is that not many Americans ever knew how 

to farm. They came to a country rich and vast and 
all they knew was the European methods of the times. In Europe 
the Italians, or Romans, had developed really progressive methods. 
As one may read in the pages of Virgil’s Georgics, written before 
the time of Christ, the Romans were planting Winter peas and blue 
lupine to rebuild soil. Not only that, but they were going in for 
seed selection and for inoculation of seed. 

But, all that knowledge was lost in the dark ages, when knowl- 
edge almost flickered out, being kept alive in reduced degree in the 
various monasteries and synagogues of the time. The knowledge 
about farming was lost. It is just now coming back. 

The consequence was that most of the persons who came knew 
little or nothing about farming. Many were from crowded cities 
and had never farmed. Others knew only the general European 
idea. That did not include row cropping. 


Rows It was our fate to be introduced to the crop, which Euro- 
pean farmers of the time didn’t reslly know or use. There 

was good reason. In this country was Indian maize, or corn. It was 
a row crop and it was maize that built this country. It was corn 
that changed the faces and the cheek bones. It was corn that went 
into the bone and the body and the mind and made it tough and 
strong. But, it was planted in rows. Furope had never known 
maize and doesn’t use much of it to this day. In Europe all grain 
—wheat, oats, barley, and so on—is called corn. 

We also had the new Indian plant uf tobacco. It went into rows. 

Cotton came along—in rows. 

Colonia! America had nothing but row crop farming—tobacco, 
cotton, maize—with a few little patches of wheat and_ barley. 


Plenty There was a lot of land. When the new topsoil washed 

away, there was plenty of new land. We already know 
that by 1840 vast acreages in Virginia were depleted and abandoned. 
Tobacco had taken its toll. Alabama and Mississippi were receiv- 
ing waves of migrants from South Carolina, Virginia and Tennessee 
where cotton or tobacco lands had “worn out.” 

The first good farming methods—putting manure back into the 
land and growing grasses—came with the Dutch and Germans in 
the 1840s. 

We were a cdreless people, moving constantly westward, taking 
up land even in the bleak Dakotas because it seemed better than 
worn-out land back East. 

We let ‘er wash and blow all through the wasteful, éasy years. 

Now, we are in the best shape of any large region in the world, 
but our situation is critical. We are tight on the dangerous edge’ 

I’m glad the soil conservation people are to see our green pas- 
tures, our cattle, our hogs and poultry here in Georgia and the 
South. They are rather new, but we are proud of them. The 
marks of the chains of row crops still.are un our legs. But, visitors, 
we are “a-risin’.”

Britain Changes the Pattern 


LONDON—The remarkable achievement of the British Con- 
servative Party is what stands ‘out in the election here. Only five 
years ago, Britain entered a period of .social change of unprece- 
dented depth and extension. There were many Conservatives who 
then feared, and there were many Laborites who then hoped, that 
the old political pattern would be shattered forever. 

Instead, the old pattern has reasserted itself in a way that has 
surprised both parties. The Conservatives have already ‘scored 
an extraordinary comeback. The Labor government’s Parliamen- 
tary majority is so narrow that most observers expect another 
general election within 12 months. In that election, if it is held, 
it is quite possible that the final disappearance of the Liberals 
will give outright victory to the Conservatves. 

In a practical sense, this is the outcome that all the most long- 
headed Tory leaders always desired. Devaluation of sterling has 
been so successful that the exchequer is positively embarrassed 
by the increase in its hard assets reserves. Yet the final British 
financial crisis'is probably yet to come. The wiser Tories naturally 
prefer the chickens to come home to roost at the end of Labor’s 
administration rather than at the beginning of their own. 
How? In American eyes, meanwhile, the big question posed by 

OW! the British election fs how the Conservatives did it. After 
all, our own period of social change began nearly 18 years ago. 
All the innovations ofthe New Deal afid the war and the Fair 
Deal have been far less radical and far-reaching than those that 
have been made here. Yet the Republicans are still wandering in 
the political wilderness, with rather datker prospects, if, anything, 
than in the New Deal’s middle course. 

The answer clearly lies in an entirely different attitude toward 
the political process, which is the real mark of the British Tory 
Party. In brief, every Tory chieftain from Lord Salisbury to 
R. A. Butler, from Anthony Eden to Oliver Lyttelton, is more or 
less committed to the principle of “me too.” 

In the whole Tory shadow Cabinet, only Winston Churchill has 
ever objected to following this political rule. With the exception 
of Lord Salisbury and one or two others, the Tory leaders, how- 
ever senior and however eminent, tend to cower when Churchill 
roars. Yet whenever Churchill has shown the slightest tendency 
to return to his tactics of the 1945 election, he has been 
by the united opposition of his colleagues.

throughout the country. In addition, we require the service and products of thousands of

How and When 
Realty Board 
Was Organized 


By PRESS HUDDLESTON 

No organization in Atlanta has 
done more to rebuild and bring 
progress to this city than has the 
Atlanta’ Real Estate Board. It 
might be said with truth that no 
group of men and women—indi- 
vidually and collectively is more 
concerned with the growth and 
prosperity of Atlanta than the real- 
tors who comprise the Board. 

This group had its beginning in 


~-1909 when an organization known 


as the Atlanta Real Estate Men’s 
Exchange was formed. The char- 
ter members were: Ralph O. Coch- 
ran, Charles P. Glover, Marion 
Kiser, Frank Liebman, R. R. Otis, 
Harris G. White, M. S. Rankin, B. 
M. Grant, S. B. Turman, T. B. Gay, 
J. R. Smith, Fitzhugh Knox, M. L. 
Thrower and Walker Dunson. Rob- 
ert R. Otis is still an active mem- 
ber of the Atlanta Board. This or- 
ganization became a member of 
the National Association of Real 


Estate Boards in 1911 and at that 
time change dits name to the At- 
lanta Reali Estate Boa:d. 


Growth in membership, and ac- 
tivity in all branches of the real 
_estate industry is at its height to- 
day, and the Atlanta Real Estate 
Board, with an enrollment of over 
300, is continuing to play a large 
part in the upbuilding and prog- 
ress of this city and its surround- 
ing territory. 


In the early days of the Board, 
it was apparent that Atlanta, then 
a city of about 150,009 population, 
needed many things which the ef- 
forts of a well organized real es- 
tate board could help provide for 
the community. City planning was 
one of these needs and for a num- 
ber of years the Board worked 
diligently to bring this about. In 
1916 a temporary Planning Com- 
mission was set up with R. R. Otis, 
then President of the Loard and 
still an active member, as chair- 
man. In 1920 the first permanent 
City Planning Commission was ap- 
pointed and has been operating as 
an important body in the develop- 
ment of the city ever since. 


In 1922 the Atlanta Real Estate| 
Board was granted its charter as a’ 


“corporation. In 1919, the Atlanta 


Board was host to the mid-Winter 
convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards. At- 
lanta sent invitations to cther real 
estate boards, as well as individ- 
ual brokers, all over the State, and 
under the leadership of the Atlanta 
Board, the Georgia Association of 
Real Estate Boards was organized 
during this convention. 

Following this, in 1925 the Geor- 
gia Association of Real Estate 
Boards sponsored a bill in the Gen- 
eral Assembly for the creation of 
the Georgia Real Estate Commis- 
sion, the State licensing body. The 
Atlanta Board, being located in the 
Capital City, was able to work 
effectively for this bill, and was 
instrumental in obtaining its pass- 
age. 

During the boom year of 1928, 
fifteen new firm members were 
added to the Board’s roster. In 
that year the Board, through its 
Zoning Committee, was instru- 
mental in bringing about the pass- 
age of proper zoning laws as a 
necessity for the protection of real 
property and property values. 


During the depression years in 
the early 30s, the Board suffered 
a drop in membership but con- 
tinued to be active in spite of the 
many difficulties encountered, 

By 1935 the Board had gained 
back its membership and contin- 
ued to give active support to many 
important governmental and civic 
projects such as support of the 15 
mill limitation amendment, 

Board membership in 1939 num- 
bered 187, and members welcomed 
the revised standard contract 
forms, which were prepared that 
year for use of Board members 
with the aid of the Atlanta Bar As- 
sociation: the Central Atlanta Im- 
provement Association, a long 
needed protector for downtown 
properties, had its beginning in 
the Board office and through the 
efforts of Board members in 1940. 


The Atlanta Real Estate Board 
Rad some 200 members at the be- 
ginning of World War II, but by 
1942 began losing a number of 
these to the armed and civilian 
defense services. Those remain- 
ing in the real estate field co-oper- 
ated in every way with all 
branches of civilian defense, and 
the Atlanta Board, both locally and 
through the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards, made val- 
uable contributions in the field of 
Defense Housing, Rent Control, 
and acquisition of real property by 
the Government. 


The Legislative Committee of 
the Board is most active, and 
works closely with the National 


* Association's Realtor Washington 


. Committee. The Educational Com-

.4) Elimination of slums by re 
habilitation of existing bOuses; 


(5) Extensive research into all 
phases of real estate; 


(6) Emvhasize the advantages of 
citizens’ dealing with a realtor; 
(7) Continue school of instruce- 
tion for those engaged in the real 
estate profession; 

(8) Work for removal of the 
Federal tax law requiring a home 
owner to pay tax on the profit on 
the sale of hif home, but denying 
him the right to deduct a loss; 


(9) Work for home ownership 
of all families; 

(10) Continue to co-operate with 
city, county, and State authorities 
for the general improvement of 
Government; 

11. Empasize the value of offt- 
cial real estate board appraisals.

The basis for Atlanta’s economic, 
growth was already well estab- 
lished in "1900, Its topography 
its geography made the city the

i/ By 1900 all of the major rail-

In 1885 the great Cotton States 
and International Exposition had 
focused the attention of U. S.,busi-

The city’s strategic location soon, 
‘attracted other activities that were)

omy, adding to its importance as) 
a wholesaling and manufacturing| 
center. 

One was higher education. Geor- 
gia Tech, Agnes Scott and several 
constituents of the present Atlanta 
University for Negroes were well 
established at the turn of the cen- 
tury. Emory University trans- 
ferred to Atlanta in 1914, and 
Oglethorpe University was _ re- 
established at its present sit in 
1915. 

Government activities were an- 
other important prop. The head- 
quarters of the State Government 
since 1868, Atlanta in the Twen- 
i'tieth Century has blossomed forth 
‘as the regional center for a wide 
‘line of Federal Government serv-| 
‘ices.

The two) 
biggest manufacturing industries 
in the area are food and textiles, | 
yet neither accounts for as much.

Other manufacturing industries 
important to the area are apparel, 
‘auto assembly, furniture, lumber, 
iprinting and publishing, paper, | 
chemicals, steel and machinery. 


The year 1938 gives a good ex- 


‘ample of the importance of At- 
lanta’s high degree of diversifica- 
‘tion. In that year of minor de- 
pression there was a national drop 
of 8 percent in department store 
sales and of 14 percent in bank 
debits. In the more stable Atlanta 
‘area, department storesales 
|dropped only 1 percent and bank 
debits actually increased by 3 per- 
cent. 

The outlook for Atlanta’s busi- 
ness development during the years 
ahead is one that can give a great 
deal of comfort to those of us who 
make our living in the area.
